FEDERAL AUTO TAXES 
AT RECORD HIGH LEVEL 


Federal taxes on highway trans- 
portation the only major form of 
transportation stibjected to special 
taxation by the federal govern- 
ment—will total more than $450,000- 
000 In 1941 at present rates, Joseph 
B. Camphell, Secretary of the Maine 
Petroleum Industries Committee, 
said today. 

"Of that amount, approximately 
$350,000,000 will be derived from the 
two ‘emergency’ gasoline taxes. The 
first federal gasoline tax was In- 
miuigurated In 1032 when revenue of 
the federal government was at its 
depression low, Although it was 
the intention of Congress at the 
time to remove this tax when fed- 
eral revenue increased, the tax has 
been’ extended repeatedly. Last 
year," sald Mr, Campbell, “Congresz 
added another ‘temporary’ emergen- 
ey gasoline tax for national defense 
purposes. Both the federal gasoline 
taxes will run, under the present 
law, until 1945. 

"The 48 states also place heavy 
taxes on gasoline, In 1941 such lev- 
les will amount to nearly one billlon 
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dollars, making trotor fuel the most 
heavily taxed conimodity tn gerieral | 
tise, 

"If all retail sales were taxed by 
the same rate by the federal gove 
‘ernment as ate gasoline taxes, the 
revenue would total more than fotir 
billion dollars aunually, an. amount 
greater than Cotigress expects to}. 
ralse from the new defense taxes.”

WOODSTOCK-BETHEL 


Blazes Fought by Crews from 
Bethel, Bryant Pond and West

The first of a series of five 
woods fires called the Bethel pump- 
er crew to fight a blaze at the 
Woodstock-Greenwood line near the 
Cummings cottage on the Gore 
road last Thursday afternoon.

By the time this, 
fire, which covered several acres, 
was discovered on a hill side, prob- 
ablw in Bethel, about half a mile 
away, This was promptly extin- 
guished by men with shovels, as 
were two later blazes in the vici- 
nitv.

There seems to be no doubt as 
to the origin of these fires as piles 
of dry leaves were found raked up 
with a trail of leaves leading to 
them, so that fires could be started 
some time before discovery.

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SMITH TELLS OF STATE 
ADVERTISING—URGES USE 
OF MAINE PRODUCTS 


Maine, working “within advertis— 
ing budgets which compare unfav- 
orably, in most cases, with funds 
spent by competitors,” is “in direct 
competition with the citrus inter- 
ests” and other growers and *manu- 
facturerg of nationally advertised 
products of agriculture,’ Carl R. 
Smith, Maine Commissifoner of Ag- 
riculture said Friday. 

Speaking before a meeting of the 
New England Association of County 
Agents, he said that Maine people 
“who are primarily food suppliers 
to consumers in eastern states, 
must consider that there is is only 
so much room in the human stom- 
ach, or—as the economist would 
put it—there is only a slight vari- 
ation, from year to year, in the vol- 
ume of food consumed. 

“Every day a New England per- 
son drinks a glass of pinéapple 
juice from Hawaii, he has passed 
up an opportunity to drink a glass 
of New England apple juice,” Smith 
said, 

“Every meal of canned Pacific 
coast salmon on a New Fingland 
table replaces a meal that could 
well have been made of New Eng- 
and fish,--haddock, scallops 9r 
clams,” 


Discussing the advertising of all 
Maine products, ranging from wood 
novelties to processed foods, the 
Maine Commisioner of Agriculture 
gave a detailed reports of Maine’s 
extensive potato advertising cam- 
piign for the shipping season of 
1939-40, 

He made complimentary refer- 
enee to “outstanding exhibit worl 
for Maine wood products,” carried 
out by the Maine Department of 
Forestry, and sugrested that such 
work might stimulate similar aet= 
ivity on behalf of or by the novelty 
industries, 


Of Maine potato advertising, he 
said in part: 

“We feel that the extensive potn- 
to advertising program has had. a 
beneficial effect upon all state pro- 
duct advertising. Supported by po-

LETTERS SPUR DEBATE - 
When the letters stop, the debate 
stops. That's an axiom. And on an 
important question the number of 
letters grows each day until it 
reaches a peak, Then suddenly the 
number drops. The drive is over. 
It's time to vote and settle the issue, 


There are several kinds of letters 
which come in to congress, to com- 
mentators and writers. There are 
the “nut” letters which are easy to 
identify. They don’t count, There 
are the form letters, or letters 
which, though sometimes they are 
individually written, all have the 
same phraseology. They are organ- 
ized propaganda, easy to identify 
and to assay, Then there are the 
letters on expensive stationery. Usu- 
ally their writers are known. They 
are in the minority. Then there are 
the letters I spoke about first. Not 
always in pencil or on scratch pa- 
per. But simple and spontaneously 
written. They count, 

But here is another interesting 
point. Just because there are more 
letters on one side of a question 
than there are on the other doesn't 
mean that the apparent majority is 
an. evidence of the real attitude of 
the community. More people who 
are against a measure will take pen 
in hand than those who are for it. 

One senator, in a community 
where we all knew the sentiment for 
a particular reason was very much 
pro-convoy, told me his letters were 
running three to one antl. ‘‘They 
would have ta run ten to one against 
a measure before it would mean 
that the majority of my constituency 
were against it,” he told me.

DAKAR: 
A Problem 


Despite the fact that many papers, 
especially those with a non-interven- 
tionist tinge, were playing up con- 
voys as a leading issue, the Vichy 
flap to the Nazi standard seemed 
to bring far«more sensational issues 
than conyoys to the public notice. 

President Roosevelt immediately, 
when he learned that Petain had 
pledged France to a more complete 
collaboration with Germany, and 
that this might take a military turn, 
warned France that this country did 
not consider this as a friendly atti- 
tude, and this was followed up by 
the announcement by Pan-American 
republics that they would take over 
French Gulana and Martinique if 
there. was any danger of their fall- 
ing under Nazi control, 

This attitude was promptly re- 
sented by French authorities, and a 
slight diplomatic interchange fol- 
lowed, apparently for the moment 
quicting things down, though there 
were Swiss reports that Ambassa- 
dor Leafly would be recalled, 

Then came the sudden news that 

the French would. give the Nazis the 
use of their air and naval bases, 
especially at Dakar, And Dakar, 
small African port, but of mighty 
import to the United States and 
Britain, at once leaped into the cen- 
ter of the spotlight as the major 
problem, . 
Dakar was the very hop-off place 
that President Roosevelt had men- 
tloned in the early days of the war 
as the probable one that Germany 
would use if an air invasion of the 
New world was attempted, 

Tt was the distance from Dakar to 
Brazil that he quoted, and with the 
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its vital character 
of protest from non-interventionists. 

The first effect of the Dakar in: 
cident was to change vitally the at- 


‘ titude of some ‘new’ non-interven- 


tionists, including Senator Reynolds 
of North Carolina, who had whooped 
it up against the lease-lend bill, and 
now. was. being quoted as “not in 
favor of going into Dakar, but prob- 
ably favoring taking over Mar- 
tinique and French Guiana.” . 
During all of this the President 


was coming in for considerable criti-" 


cism, not, only from’ non-interven- 


tionsts, but from the aid-to-Britain 


side, considerably in the majority, 
and his course was. a-hard one, 

He was being forced" to halt 
Strikes, yet had not pegged prices 
nor wages; was being pressed to 
aid farmers, aid labor, at the same 
time-pour billions into industry; and 
the aid-to-Britain group. was partly

But 
before doing this, the fuzzy edges of 
the tear must be clipped off or 
pushed through to the back with a 
needle or other instrument. With the } 
fuzz disposed of, the edges are 
brought together as neatly as possi- 
ble, and secured by the patch on the 


Ona 
painting of any value, however, the 
job should be done by a profession- 
al; for without experience, the re- 
sult is likely to be a botch. 
Repainting a House 

Question: Hight years ago I had 
my house painted. Wooden shingles 
all around. The mixture was com- 
posed of white lead, linseed oil, tur- 
pentine and color in oil, also dryers. 
I expect to have it painted again. 
The painter wants to use oil, turpen- 
tine, color, dryers and very little 
white lead. What would you sug- 
gest? 

Answer: Paint for exterior use 
should contain a large portion of a 
metallic pigment, to give it body. 
Paint containing a large proportion 
of color will have no substance, and 
the paint film will be weak, Exteri- 
or paint should have a large percent- 
age of while lead. 

It should be remembered that ex- 
terior painting should not be at 
tempted in cold weather, The tem- 
perature should be at least 50 de- 
grees, and after a stretch of at 
least four dry days.
